Shot In Head 
Mehling was shot twice through 
the head when he objected to ad­ 
vances made toward his girl com­ 
panion, Marion O’Malley, by two 
bandits who had held up and robbed 
the couple in their parked car. 
Belief th a t the two “lifers” were 
in this vicinity was strengthened by 
a telephone call to A. Coukter, di­ 
rector of parole at W estern Peni­ 
tentiary, put through from a candy 
store in Brooklyn by two men who

County Superintendent of Schools, 
John C. Syling. has received per­ 
mission from the State Departm ent 
of Education to withhold the ap­ 
pointm ent of an assistant for the 
coming year, and the office here 
will be vacant for th a t period of 
time.

The departm ent agreed 
to

along on the proposition to deter­ 
mine whether the office can 
be 
adequately handled without an as­ 
sistant. 
If it is found th at 
the 
work cannot be accomplished, he 
will be given permission to make an 
appointment, but Mr. Syling expect 
to try out the experiment for 
a 
year. 
Office Now Vacant 
The office has been vacant now 
since May 
8 , following the resig­ 
nation of Clare B. Book, as assist­ 
ant superintendent 
The office of assistant to 
the 
county 
superintendent 
here 
has 
been in existence since the school 
code was changed In 1911. 
At th at 
time there were leas th an 2 0 0 tea­ 
chers in the county school system. 
At the present time, there are more 
than 300, and the work of the coun­ 
ty superintendent has been almost 
doubled. 
During his stay in Harrisburg, Mr. 
Syling also made request 
for all 
legislation affecting the school sys­ 
tem, which was passed by the re­ 
cent legislature, but copies of all 
the laws are not yet available. As 
soon as he receives this information, 
a meeting of the county school di­ 
rectors will be called to discuss the 
legislation affecting the county dis­ 
trict. 
This meeting will probably be held 
at Union High school, but plans for 
the same are as yet in a tentative 
stage.

The asso­ 
ciation emphasised that 
business 
was being placed by houses pre­ 
viously practically out of the mar­ 
ket. 
There has been some buying 
for inventory purposes, although re­ 
placements are far short of nor­ 
mal stocks. 
Former Secretary of Commerce

Fifty six per cent of the fatalities 
reported resulted from accidents in 
which pedestrians were involved and 
18 per cent of the persons concerned 
were occupants of motor vehicles 
which were in collision with

Ten per cent wrere occupants of 
vehicles involved in accidents with 
fixed objects and approximately the 
same percentage of those killed were 
in non-collision accidents. 
Of the total accidents 52 per cent 
of them involved some violation of 
the motor vehicle code. 
In 45 per cent in which a viola­ 
tion was claimed, excessive speed 
w'as claimed and in 14 per cent of 
the cases, operators were alleged to 
have been operating their machines 
on the wrong side of the road.

ELLWOOD CITY. June 1.—Ac­ 
cording to a statem ent made by R. 
C. Moore, general superintendent of 
the Cline Construction Company of 
Butler, the 350B span, or what is 
better known as the second bridge 
at Wurtemburg across the Slippery 
Rock creek on the Ellwood-Porters- 
ville road, may be open to traffic 
within a period of two weeks. 
The bridge construction work has 
been completed and work is now 
progressing rapidly on the paving of 
the approaches which 
cover 
ap­ 
proximately 1500 feet of roadway 
eliminating short curves at both 
ends. 
The pouring of the concrete 
on the west side was completed this 
morning and if the weather condi­ 
tions remain favorable the east side 
will be finished again the end of 
this week. 
The bridge would have 
been open to traffic several weeks 
ago if the work had not been re- 


tarded by the inclement 
weather 
conditions. 
The bridge, which is a steel struc­ 
ture, is a double truss 
span, 
ap­ 
proximately 320 feet long with an 
18-foot paved cartway and a 5-foot 
sidewalk. 
The 
abutements 
and 
flares are of concrete. 
Work on the 350A span, or the 
third bridge at Wurtemburg, which 
is less than a half mile distant from 
the'second bridge, is also progress­ 
ing. 
This will be a 5-span re-in­ 
forced concrete rib arched structure 
with each span being about 92 feet. 
The spans have now been completed 
but as this is an extensive bridge 
with a total superstructure and ap­ 
proaches of 1716 feet, it will be sev­ 
eral months before the completion 
of the construction will be possible. 
One hundred and fifty men arc 
employed at present on the 
two 
bridges working two shifts a week 
of thirty hours each.
